A three hour SGA forum Sun- 
day evening resulted in another chance 
for Femineyes to establish club status due 
to a majority vote to revise the SGA con- 
stitution. The appeal to the Oct. 8 deci- 
sion was turned down, only three votes 
shy of the 2/3 vote needed. This is the 
first group in the history of the school to 
be denied such RSO status. 

Femineyes exists to give mem- 
bers an outlet to express their views. This 
is done through poetry, articles, statistics, 
drawings, and discussions of women’s is- 
sues. . 

“Femineyes is not only a publi- 
cation,” said founder, Eileen Miller, “but 
a catalyst for discussion among both men 
and women to make people more open 
to the feminist perspective and to dispel 
the myth of angry man-haters.” 

Femineyes gave a 30 minute 
presentation addressing the arguments 
voiced against the group at the Oct. 8 
forum, followed by over two hours of

heated discussion. There were three rea- 
sons given for Femineyes' declined pro- 
posal , to establish itself as a club: it 
would take away funding from other or- 
ganizations; the 'zine would be too simi- 
lar to the Scarab (SSU's literary maga- 
zine); and that such a publication was not 
needed on campus. 

“The health statistics alone are 
reasons the ‘zine is necessary, said 
Miller. “By saying that Femineyes is not 
needed, the school is not recognizing that 
women’s issues exist.” A 150-signature 
petition was also submitted to SGA. 
When their plea to be recognized as a 
RSO was again denied, they requested 
that certain aspects of the SGA constitu- 
tion concering voting rights be reviewed. 
Several RSOs that voted at the Oct. 8 
forum did not have all of their paperwork 
into SGA by the Oct.13 deadline, which, 
Femineyes believes, should discount the 
votes.

NAVY FIGHTER CRASHES OFF 
SAN DIEGO 


A Navy fighter plane crashed into 
the Pacific Ocean shortly after takeoff from 
an aircraft carrier, and the pilot was pre- 


sumed dead, Navy officials said Saturday. 


The Single-seat F/A-18C Hornet went 


down about 95 miles southwest of San Di- 


ego at 7:20 p.m. Friday, the Navy said in a 


news release Saturday. 
The jet had taken off from the air- 


craft carrier USS Constellation, which was 
coordinating routine flight operations off 


the California coast. 

Rescuers using helicopters and 
boats had been unable to recover the wreck- 
age, the release said. 

The identity of the pilot was not 
released pending notification of relatives. 
The cause of the crash was under investi- 
gation. 

Last month, the pilot of a Navy 
F/A-18C Hornet was killed when his plane 
went down in the Persian Gulf, and two 
Marine Corps aviators were killed when 
their F/A-18D Hornet hit another plane 
over the Arizona desert. 


CLINTON HAILS FALLEN GOVER- 
NOR 

Thousands of mourners jammed 
the streets Friday near the Missouri Capi- 
tol to say farewell to the late Gov. Mel 
Carnahan. President Bill Clinton joined 
Vice President Al Gore and other dignitar- 
ies - including members of Congress and 
some of Carnahan’s fellow governors - on 
the Capitol’s south lawn for a memorial ser- 


vice unprecedented in state history. 


Under sunny skies and crisp tem- 
peratures, scores of Missourians and state 
lawmakers began taking seats more than 
two hours ahead of the memorial service 
honoring the popular 66-year-old governor, 
who died Monday in a plane crash that also 
claimed his son and a close aide. 

Investigators with the National 
Transportation Safety Board are trying to 
determine what caused the crash. Officials 
said that among other factors, they were 
looking into possible problems with a pri- 
mary attitude indicator, used to help main- 
tain level flight. 


CORN WOES PROMPT A 
KELLOGG CLOSURE 
The Kellogg Co. has been forced 
to shut down production at one plant be- 


cause the company could not find corn 


guaranteed to be free of a genetically modi- 
fied grain approved only for animal con- 


sumption, food industry sources said yes- 
terday. 


The shutdown was the most vis- 
ible evidence of the problems that have 


been confronting the U.S. food industry 
since officials discovered that the geneti- 
cally engineered corn had been widely dis- 


tributed throughout the country, industry 
officials said. 


AOL’S MIXED SIGNALS ON 
MESSAGING 

When questioned recently by 
members of Congress, America Online Inc. 
chief executive Steve Case called the 
company’s instant-messaging system noth- 
ing more than a popular component of its 
online service, one that does not generate 
revenue. 

That could change. Company 
documents obtained by The Washington 
Post show that AOL has fiercely sought to 
protect what it calls its “prospective eco- 
nomic advantage” in instant messaging 
against rival Internet service providers. 

AOL counts 61 million users of 
its AOL Instant Messenger, or AIM, soft- 
ware. It also offers an instant-messaging 
system called ICQ, with about 80 million 
users. Together, the products account for 
as much as 90 percent of the market, ac- 
cording to some industry estimates. 

Until now, AOL executives have 
played down the economic potential of in- 
stant messaging in response to inquiries 
from federal regulators who are concerned 
about AOL’s dominance in this fast-grow- 
ing field. But in a private dispute with an- 
other Internet service provider last year, the 
Dulles-based company was not reticent 
about asserting its financial interests. 


FEDERAL WEB SITES STILL 

TRACKING USERS 

Despite a White House prohibi- 
tion, 13 government agencies are secretly 
using technology that tracks the Internet 
habits of people visiting their Web sites 
and, in at least one case, provides the in- 
formation to a private company, a congres- 
sional review has found. 

The agencies range from the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration to the offices 
that provide disaster relief and administer

YUGOSLAV LEADER VISITS 
BOSNIA 

Yugoslav President Vojislav 
Kostunica visited Bosnia-Herzegovina on 
Sunday, becoming the first Yugoslav leader 
to visit the country since it declared inde- 
pendence in 1991. The trip has already 
strained ethnic sensitivities here, as the 
focus of Kostunica’s visit was the Serb- 
ruled part of Bosnia rather than the capi- 
tal, Sarajevo. He attended a ceremony to 
rebury Serb poet Jovan Ducic, a renowned 
diplomat and once-banned writer who died 
in the United States in 1943, but wished to 
be buried in his native town. 

About 5,000 attended the cer- 
emony, including Serb politicians, church 
leaders, intellectuals from Bosnia and 
Serbia and representatives of Bosnia’s Is- 
lamic and Jewish communities. Kostunica 
had lunch with all the Bosnian Serb lead- 
ers, except pro-Western Prime Minister 
Milorad Dodik, who left shortly after the 
event ended. Kostunica was scheduled to

briefly with top officials with the Muslim. 
Croat Federation, at the airport in Sarajevo, 

Many hope Kostunica will ease 
tension between Belgrade and Sarajevo, 
establish diplomatic relations and show 
support for pro-democracy Bosnian Serbs. 
But Kostunica, who became Yugoslav 
president on Oct. 7 after defeating 
Slobodan Milosevic, appears to be off to 
an uncertain start. 

His trip comes three weeks before 
Bosnia’s national election, amid fears that 
Bosnian Serb extremists may use it to pro- 
mote Serb nationalism. 

Kostunica, a Serb nationalist, 
strongly opposed the NATO bombing cam- 
paign in Yugoslavia that drove Serb forces 
from Kosovo last year. He has urged the 
United Nations to speed the return of Serbs 
who fled reprisal attacks by the ethnic Al- 
banian majority. |

McCarthy’s visit, co-sponsored by 
the SSU departments of Philosophy, Soci- 
ology, Political Science and Communica- 
tion Arts, and the Center for Conflict Reso- 
lution and Amnesty International, will ac- 
centuate this work to stop impending tor- 
ture. 

A columnist for The Washington 
Post until he retired in 1997, McCarthy de- 
scribes his mission of peace education in

in the solutions.” Having arrived at a cru- 
cial dissatisfaction with this traditional 
journalist approach, McCarthy went to the 
high school nearest his downtown office 
and volunteered his services as a peace 
educator. 

That first step led to his design- 
ing curricula for non-violence and conflict 
resolution that have been used by 30 high 
schools, colleges and universities and a 
state prison in Virginia. These syllabi are 
distributed through McCarthy’s Center for 
Teaching Peace in Washington, D.C., a 
non-profit organization which includes 
such figures as Harvard University psy- 
chiatrist Robert Coles, Marion Wright 
Edelman of the Children’s Defense Fund, 
Joan Baez, Fr. Richard McSorley, SJ, of 
Georgetown University and former Sena- 
tor Mark Hatfield on its advisory board. 
Included in the syllabi is a home study 
course as well as an eight-lesson course 
of studies for classrooms. “This isn’t some 
anti-war-cut-the-Pentagon-budget-in-half 
course, said McCarthy. “It’s exposure 
to basic skills in getting along with 
people.” 





x-journalist to speak out against violence 


“Students are hungry to learn 
non-violence,” said McCarthy. “Learning 
non-violence means dedicating our hearts, 
minds, time and money to a commitment 
that the force of love, the force of truth, 
the force of justice and the force of orga- 
nized resistance to corrupt power is always 
more effective, moral and educing, than the 
force of fists, guns, armies and nukes.” 

To those skeptical of a non-vio- 
lent approach, McCarthy poses this sce- 
nario: “Peace through violence failed. 
Nearly 80 million have been killed in wars 
since 1900, a 500 percent increase over the 
19th Century. About 40,000 people are 
killed a month in more than 40 wars and 
conflicts from the Middle East to North- 
ern Ireland. More than 10,000 Americans 
are killed in handgun homicides annually. 
Those who defend violent solutions have 
some large numbers of death to defend.” 
Calling for greater involvement of acad- 
emies in peace making, McCarthy said, 
“Let’s not give peace a chance. Let’s give 
it a place in the curriculum.”

that would temporarily suspend the vot- 
ing rights of those organizations that 
failed to submit their requried paperwork 
by the due date. The organizations af- 
fected by this ammendment included 
SGA itself. The ammendment was 
passed by an overwhelming majority 
rule. As a result, all decisions concern- 
ing Femineyes were disregarded and the 
group will start over in two weeks with 
another presesntation at the SGA forum. 
This time, however, SGA's revised con- 
stitution will be in effect. 

This process was not as cut and 
dry as it may seem. The intense emo- 
tions in the room was fueled by raised 
voices from protestors, including faculty. 

Those who vetoed Femineyes 
were reluctant to give the reasons be- 
hind their vote. As one SGA senator at- 
tempted to disclose their convictions, 
they were verbally attacked for them. "I 
was appauled at how unprofessional the 
faculty was during the forum,” said 


Doug Church, SGA Vice President of Ex- 
ternal Affairs. Others, who wish to re- 
main anonymous, voiced their 
agreeement. 

Dr. Judith Pike, Femineyes ad- 
visor said, "I admire the extreme intelli- 
gence, dedication and professionalism of 
the representatives of Femineyes. The 
large number of supporters, SSU men and 
women, from freshman to seniors, who 


have shown up, demonstrate the the stu- 


dents’ active desire for Femineyes. It is 
unfortunate that a few students are inhib- 
iting what a majority of students desire." 

Dr. Carol Williamson, Vice 
President of Student Affairs, offered her 
opinion as well. " If a group doesn't pro- 
mote the overthrow of the US govern- 
ment, why shouldn't they exist at a pub- 
lic institution?” 

With a newly revised SGA con- 
stitution in place, it is possible that 
Femineyes will soon become a RSO at 
SSU, however, only the results of the next 
SGA forum will tell.

To the Editor: 


I am a senior at SSU, with a psychology major and women and gender stud- 
ies minor. I also am a feminist. Since I enrolled at SSU I have noticed a growing need 
for a women’s club on campus. Women’s literature, psychology, and history courses 
I have attended have frequently turned into discussion courses because male and fe- 
male students need an opportunity to discuss women’s issues. When I say women’s 
issues I am referring to a wide variety of topics that women have to deal with, such as 
gender roles, rape, physical and mental health, education, safety, unwanted pregnancy, 


and sexual harassment. 


Recently, I decided to take on a leadership role in the newly developed femi- 
nist club, Femineyes. I decided to participate in this club because these issues need to 
be addressed. Our club would like to provide an opportunity for people to discuss 
these concerns, Similarly, our zine would like to provide positive images of women, 
as empowering and enlightening to both men and women. I personally cannot imag- 
ine a better way to inform, educate, and support SSU students on this variety of femi- 
nist issues. However, several members of the student body disagree that this group 
would be an asset to the university, as demonstrated by the refusal of the student 
government to recognize Femineyes as a club. 

The primary argument against Femineyes is that there is not a necessity for a 
women’s group at SSU. This could not be farther from the truth because all of the 
issues I have discussed so far are prevalent on our own campus. For example, one out 
of ever four women at SSU has an STD. Similarly, one in four students will be 
victims of date rape. Female students also outnumber men in all psychosocial catego- 
ries, except alcohol abuse. In addition, health services attends to one to two women a 
week who have an eating disorder, at least one unwanted pregnancy a week, and one 
to two cases concerning relationship violence a month. Obviously these issues are 


prevalent on our campus. 


As an institution of higher learning we need to be educated on these issues 
and acknowledge that they exist. The denial of the opportunity for Femineyes mem- 
bers to address these issues clearly proves the necessity of this club. Jennifer Berkman. 
Director of Health Services stated, “Prevention research indicates that peer directed 
knowledge is paid more attention to, and therefore, most effective.” As a Femineyes 
member, providing accurate peer directed knowledge, positive female images, and a 
place to discuss these issues are my main goal. Therefore, I am very distraught that 
anyone would look at this positive group as anything other than beneficial.

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Despite the fact that the upcom- 
ing election is being billed as the closest 
race since John F. Kennedy beat out Rich- 
ard Nixon for the presidency in 1960, many 
experts are claiming that this election could 
draw an extremely low turnout. The view- 
ing audience for the debates was well be- 
low what most had expected, and so the 
candidates have not reached the wide rang- 
ing audience that they had hoped to. What 
can a candidate do to overcome the apathy 
of those who do not read newspapers to 
keep up on the campaigns, who do not 
watch the debates, or who do not educate 
themselves on the issues and therefore can- 
not decide on a candidate? The answer is 
simple nowadays: endure the talk show 
gauntlet. 

An alarmingly high percentage of 
people admit they get the bulk of their po- 
litical news from late night television talk 
shows such as those hosted by Jay Leno 
and David Letterman. For those who are 
familiar with these shows it becomes ob- 
vious that not much news is reported dur- 
ing the hosts’ monologues, and if a head- 
line is announced it is never explained or 
analyzed, because that wouldn’t be enter- 
tainment. If someone wants the news they 
watch CNN, but for entertainment they turn 
to Conan O’Brien, and rightly so. Then 
what business do Al Gore and George W. 
Bush have appearing on talk shows? 

When appearing on such shows 
the candidates can reach a much bigger, and 
very different audience than they do on a 
day to day basis on the campaign trail. On 
the daily stump they speak to party die- 
hards, and rely on newspapers and news 
broadcasts on television to relay their mes- 
sage to the rest of the potential electorate 
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who may be listening. But what about 
those who aren’t listening? This is why 
sitting on a sofa next to Oprah for an hour 
is sO important. Obviously the effects are 
not scientifically recorded, or at least not 
yet. But these talk show appearances are 
important enough that each candidate has 
appeared on Oprah and Letterman, and 
both have taped Saturday Night Live 
sketches where they will practice the self 
deprecating humor that has become so im- 
portant in the past week. 

In a campaign that has relied 
heavily on the character traits of each can- 
didate, each campaign has felt it impera- 
tive that time be taken out from battling in 
key battleground states in order to conquer 
the talk show test. It is here where the 
American public is supposed to see the can- 
didates “as they really are,” in a more re- 
laxed manner where they can sit back and 
laugh at themselves. But don’t be fooled. 
Each detail of these appearances is ago- 
nized over by each candidate’s campaign. 
The Bush campaign couldn’t decide how 
to greet Oprah, at one time thinking it best 
for George W. to present the talk show 
queen with a bag of her favorite cookies. 
They decided instead on having Bush just 
plant a kiss on her cheek, which got some 
extra publicity for their candidate, and 
seemed to win over the host as well. 

The ability to display a sharp wit 
and relaxed demeanor has become some- 
what of a prerequisite for attaining the 
presidency in recent years. But don’t think 
that this is a brand new phenomenon. Re- 
member Bill Clinton taking stage on The 
Arsenio Hall Show to display his modest 
saxophone playing ability? Richard 
Nixon’s advisors put their candidate on the

deliver the famous “Sock it to me” 

line in an attempt to dispel the char- 
acterization that their candidate was humor- 
less. Bob Dole appeared on Saturday Night 
Live when he was running for president, 
as did Steve Forbes during his campaign. 
It seems that Americans want more out of 
their president than a mastery of the issues 
and a capable mind. They want.a potential 


- Commander-in-Chief to at least be able to. 


feign a sense of humor in order to help 
make them seem more agreeable. 
Despite the occasional flop by a politician 
attempting a joke, the candidates have been 
successful displaying their comedic abili- 
ties on a more regular basis recently. On 
his recent appearance on Letterman, Bush 
brought his own Top Ten list of what he 
would do once he won the presidency. ‘The 
list included a pledge not to throw up on 
Japanese officials “like other President 
Bushes I know,” alluding to when his fa- 
ther threw up in the lap of a Japanese states- 
man during a dinner. He also said he was 
going to “give the Oval office one heck of 
a scrubbing,” in reference to... well, you 
get the picture. Al Gore delivered his lines 
at the recent Al Smith dinner in New York, 
displaying an ability to poke fun at his own 
misgivings, saying that he never exagger- 
ates and that his wife Tipper or any of his 
eleven daughters would be happy to tes- 
tify on his behalf (Al Gore only has three 
daughters). 

As of late, campaigns are less 
about the issues and more about a 
candidate’s personality. Pollsters are ask- 
ing potential voters not only who they in- 
tend on voting for, but also which candi- 


“date they think is more “likeable.” Many 


people will make their decision on whom 
to vote for solely on which candidate they 
like better, regardless of the issues. Thus 
it makes sense why each candidate must 
try so hard to appear relaxed and witty, in 
addition to being a capable leader. America 
is very hard on their president. Is wanting 
an ability to entertain too much to ask for 
in a presidential contender? After all, we 
have to hear this guy talk on sound bites 
every night on the news for the next four 
years. It wouldn’t hurt to have the guy drop 
a funny one-liner every now and then. 

But does this phenomenon of desiring a 
more personable president hurt the office 
itself or the nation he leads? No matter 
how charismatic a politician tended to be, 


they would never win over those that are 
in opposition in terms of political ideology, 
People will always vote for the candidate 
who will do the most for them, or at least 
the one who promises to do the most any- 
way. No amount of jocularity could wooa 
voter who disagrees with a politician’s 
views to abandon their conscience, Swing 
voters and self-professed independents 
however, who happen to be the key voting 
group in this election, might not be swayed 
much either way by one candidate’s pro- 
posals over another’s. It is here that char- 
acter, and to a lesser degree “likeability,” 
play such an important role. 

This is not to say that these voters put aside 
their political views to vote for the candi- 
date simply on the basis of who makes a 
better impression. But if they do not feel 
that strongly about either candidate, which 
many potential voters claim is the case in 
this election, they may be inclined to al- 
low their impression of one candidate or 
another be the final and deciding factor in 
making a decision come November 7th. 
They want to be able to trust their candi- 
date, and want to be put at ease believing 
that their candidate will lead the nation and 
keep it prosperous. Although much of this 
is based on a candidate’s proposals and 
their stand on certain issues a voter deems 
important, there remains a certain part of 
that decision that relies simply on a gut in- 
stinct.

Mourning to miss season 
Kidney problems sideline Heat star 


basketball team win gold in Sydney, dur- 
ing a routine physical when his lower ex- 
tremities began to swell. The condition is 
known as focal glomerulosclerosis, which 
leads to kidney failure in about half the 
cases. This disease causes the kidneys to 
leak protein into a person’s urine and, 
without treatment filters in, causing the 
kidneys eventually become scarred and 
cease to function. In many cases, dialysis 
or a transplant is needed. 

However, Mourning is very for- 
tunate right now that his condition was rec- 
ognized in an early stage. He will be 
placed on a six-month treatment program 
in which he will take medication that will 
hopefully reduce the swelling in his lower 
body, stop the kidneys from leaking pro-

When the SSU football team was 
looking for a new offensive coordinator, it 
was in search of someone with winning 
experience that could bring some enthusi- 
asm and excitement into Salisbury. The 
winning candidate was Coach Doug 
Fleetwood and so far, it seems to have been 
the right call. 

Fleetwood, a former head football 
and baseball! coach at South Dorchester 
High School in Cambridge, hit the college 
scene three years ago as an assistant to head 
baseball coach Rob Disbennett, who, this 
season, is in charge of defense. Fleetwood 
and Disbennet teamed up to coach the foot- 
ball squad. Fleetwood said he is more ex- 
cited than ever at this opportunity. Com- 
ing into the season, the football’s strong 
point had been on defense in recent years. 


With Fleetwood’s arrival, the offense has 
drastically improved, including a running 
game that boasts the top two runners in the 
conference. 

“It has been great,” Fleetwood 
said of his coaching career here at SSU. 
“It is not a lot different from my job in high 
school. I came in with the same system, so 
it has not been a big adjustment for me, 
but instead for.everyone else.” 

This offensive system Fleetwood 
brought in is the same he used to lead his 
Cambridge squad to three State Champi- 
onships— ’79, ’95, and ’96, a victory in 
which Fleetwood compiled an impressive 
190-50 overall record with the Vikings. 

Fleetwood has carried this win- 
ning tradition into his first season with the 


Seagulls, as the team is currently 4-3 over-. 
all and 2-1 in the ACFC, outscoring its 


opponents 203-99. These offensive statis- 


tics are remarkable, as SSU has already 
surpassed its point scoring totals from °99 
and 98 with three games still left in the 
regular season. 

SSU will face off against tough 
teams in the next three weeks with games 
against Wesley, Ferrum, and Frostburg. 
However, if anyone has experience in the 
big game it is Fleetwood. Hopefully, his 
previous success and new offensive strat- 
egies can help the Gulls win these games 
and possibly reach post-season play.

tocks for a period of time. The second 
way this can be done is as “you are bet- 
ter than that” pat. This is generally done 
to influence the player’s performance and 
is usually accompanied by yelling, most 
often from a coach. This, like the “good 
play” slap is executed with force and en- 
thusiasm. 

So why the butt slap and not 
something else? This answer is very 
simple. During a sporting event, the ath- 
letes become very tired and energy be- 
comes a valuable commodity. And so, 
with arms hanging listlessly at their sides, 
a simple butt slap is a logical solution. 
The distance and amount of energy that 
it takes to move the hand to butt is mini- 
mal. The butt is at the same level as the 
hand, allowing for a smooth, easy, and 
efficient motion. The posterior side is 
also more favorable than the front due to 
an increased risk of injury, especially on 
male athletes. | 

This also explains why a butt 
slap is inappropriate outside the realm of 
sports. In the business or school setting 
the butt slap is not only uncalled for, but 
may also result in a restraining order.
